The perc^atage of cotton In a fabric 
can be determined In this manner: 
Take a small piece of cloth and weigh 
It Now boll \f for five minutes In a S 
per cent solution of caustic sods. Take 
out what Is left. and. If any, tt Is all 
cotton. Tbe wool will all be dissolved. 
Tbe percentage of shoddy cannot be de¬ 
termined except by experience. 

A cloth or yarn with shoddy In tt Is 
easily detected by its fsel. Cloth made 
of all new wool la softer feeling than 
one containing aboddy. for tbe tetter 
has loot that mA. soft stringy fete 
peculiar to wool.—American Wool and 
Cotton Reporter
